Dr. Duke called the meeting to order and explained 
the purpose of the meeting was to get commitments 
from Strawberry Water Users as to how they expect 

to comply to minimum health standards at strawberry. 


Mr. Taylor: Mr. Taylor stated he had checked into the problem 
of renting portable toilets and it will cost 
$3,000 to rent 100 portable toilets but felt 50 
would be sufficient. 


Dr. Green: After some discussion and on the previous discussion 
of last meeting Dr. Green made a motion that SWU

and 15 portable toilets on the other three-day 
holiday weekends being July 4th, 24th and Labor 

Day. Commissioner Russell Wall seconded the motion. 
Motion carried. 


Mr. S:hields: Mr. Schields stated the county is now authorized 
to enforce county health and state health codes and 
will be expected to do so. 


Mr. Taylor: Mr. Taylor stated the SWU will not connect water 
to any new trailers or buildings. He also stated 
in order to rent portable toilets it will be 
necessary to charge a fee to fisherman. He asked 
for suggestions on how this could be done. 


Sheriff Witt: Sheriff Witt stated it was illegal to stop cars 
on a public road. He suggested a side road be 
built so fisherman could pull off public road to 
pay their fee. 


Mr. Taylor: Mr. Taylor stated there is a problem at the area 
conce:ning motor bikes and trail bikes and would 
like some help in law enforcement in this area.
